SEEK TO SECURE 1 
MILLION BUYERS WAR 
SAVING CERTIFICATES 


FEBRUARY CAMPAIGN 


Finishing touches are ‘being put on 
preparaton pf a Canadian sales 
campaign in behalf of War Savings 
Certificates which will eclipse any 
thing of its kind ever attempted in 
the country, according to Govern- 
ment spokesmen at Ottawa. During 
the month of (February a 
gigantic attempt will be made to can- 
vas every province in the [dominion 
—the objective to secure no less than 
tivo million men and women who 
will pledge themselves to buy War 
Savinzs Certificates regularly. 

No definite money limit has 
been set. But the aim of the War 
Savirizs Committe is to increase 
the monthly purchases lof Certifi- 
cates from a present total of some 


thing under three million to ten 
million dollars a month, In other 
words, the govrenment hopes to 


have at least 120 million dollars 
worth of Cetificates sold during 
1941. 

In order to cover so much ground 
in a period of one month 
ands of volunteer workens have 
undertakin to bring it about. Un- 
der the general direction lf the 
War Savings Committee there will 
he some fifteen hundred provincial, 
district and local committees hard 
at work from coast to coast, And 
each one of these committees will 
have sub-committees devoted to the 
task of handling every phase of the 
intensive work which the campaign 
demands. 

There will be a tremendous drive 
throughout industrial plants of the 
country whee employees and em- 
ployers will be invited to co- 
operate in setting up a system 
wha'd>y groups of wonfkers will 
pledge themselves to regular pur- 
chases, the employer making the 
necessary deductions from the pay 
envelopes for the purpose. Labor 
leaders and trade unions will bce 
mequested to lend their help in this 
end of the campaign. 

Merchants, (professional men of 
all kinds individuals anywhere who 
eannot take advantage of the pay 
roll deduction plan will be can- 
vassed ti sign hjnor pledges—to 
promise solemnly to make pur 
chases regularly or to have their 
bank managers set aside a sum 
cegularly from their bank accounts 
for the purchase of Certificates. 

Under plans forumlated, the War 
Savings Committee expects to see 
hundreds of ‘War Savings Societies 
for Clubs formed, through members 
may buy their certificates in a group 
plan, a treasurer handling the de- 
tails. 

In villages,

made by the army of volunteer 
workers to every householder who 
can be reached. 

Backing the axctual field «whi'k 
being carried on intensively in 
every Canadian community will be 
a comprehensive publicity campaign 
to carry; a continuous appeal ad- 
dressed to every last citizen of the 
land to impress upon him the urgent 
need for His money in equipping 
Canada’s fighting forces and giving 
to Great Britain every last bit of 
help she requires in crushing the 
enemy who would destroy the liberty 
and happiness  whiich Canadians 
enjoy. 

In addition to this wide publicity 
campaign jto ‘tell tthe story about 
the need of the money, local and 
district committees under the War 
Savings Committee will conduct 
huge rallies, arrange for speakers 
to appear before groups of work- 
men, at service clubs, anywhere

Germination Tests 

At the annual meetings of the 
Manitoba Agronomists, the Plant 
Disease Committee reported that 
there is a tendency for wheat samples 
collected in Manitoba to germinate 
poorly. (The same may be true in 
parts of Saskatchewan and Alberta). 
It was recommended that farmers 
should increase the rate of seeding 
next spring. There could be no better 
evidence of the wisdom of having 
germination tests made. Any grain 
buyer of a line elevator company 
associated with the Agricultural De- 
partment will be glad to send your 
seed samples in to us for testing. 
Please do not delay, as our laboratory 
is likely to be taxed to capacity. 

Bushels in a Bin 

Eight weeks ago we described a 
method for calculating the number 
of bushels in farm granaries or bins. 
We stated that in order to convert 
“cubic feet to measured bushels it was 
only necessary to multiply by 0.8. 
The correct factor is actually 0.78. 
We rounded off the figure deliber- 
ately, partly to simplify calculation 
an4@ partly because in wooden bins 
the bulging of the walls due to pres- 
sure of the grain will largely cancel 
the error involved in using the factor 
0.8. In round metal bins or wooden 
bins so well braced and tied that 
bulging is very slight, the factor 
0.78 should be used,

A complete mobile field hospital, 
consisting of specially constructed 
tents, trucks, trailers and ambulances 
and covering approximately two acres 
was set up for exhibition purposes in 
Upper Manhattan, New York, by the 
American Field Hospital Corps. It 
will be open to the public for a few 
days and soon afterward will be 
shipped to England for civilian re- 
lief. 

Described as the largest and most 
complete mobile hospital ever con- 
structed, it is composed of 25 trucks 
and trailers, each designed for a 
specific purpose, and 16 weather- 
proof tents and is equipped to ac- 
commodate 100 bed patients and a 
hospital staff of 50 surgeons, nurses, 
orderlies and technicians, It is com- 
pletely self-contained, even with its 
own kitchens, showers and heating 
and light units, and can be operated 
in completely devastated and isolated 
districts.

as saying: 

“You will remember that until that 
I was commander of the armies of 
the north and northeast. Then came 
critical German offensive on 
March 21, and the way to Paris lay 
open, Mr. Lloyd George and M. 
Clemenceau decided appoint a 
generalissimo. My name was passed 
over in favor of Foch, most owing to 
British exigencies. I have not for- 
gotten that.” 

Petain became so rapidly anti- 
British that he was an easy tool for 
the Nazi schemers. He was willing 
to sacrifice the fair name of France 
and all his countrymen held dear for 
his hate and his jealousy—and he 
did. His wife was notoriously pro- 
German, too, In his diary the late 
M. Clemenceau declared that Petain 
was a defeatist. Lloyd George felt 
that Foch was the man of that hour

Polish People Are Undergoing Great 
Suffering Under Gestapo Agents 
After the harvest a fresh wave of 
arrests took place in Poland and its| 
intensity had not been equalled as 
yet, states the Polish Ministry of 
Information in London. The most 
drastic methods were applied. In 
Warsaw alone 15,000 persons were 
deported (to do compulsory labor in 
Germany) in two weeks’ time. No 
news is received from those arrested) 
apart from death notices and these 
are quite frequent. 

In the town of Sanok the popula- 
tion was awakened early one morn- 
ing and driven into the public square 
where a number of Gestapo agents 
ordered them to recite the Nazi 
song “Horse Wessel.” As no one 
knew the complete verses they were 
beaten until many had to be taken 
to hospital. 

On another occasion German sol-| 
diers stopped Polish peasant carts 
with vegetables on their way to a 
town in Central Poland and began to 
rob them of their contents, destined 
for sale to the starving population in 
the nearby city. The peasants tried 
to resist with the result that all 12} 
of them were hanged on trees along- 
side the road, and their families were 
allowed to remove their bodies only 
after three days. 
| In the city of Lublin a Pole stand- 
ing in a queue in a bank politely 
drew the attention to a German, who 
was pushing his way through to the 
teller, that he should be more order-| 
ly. Thereupon the German left the} 


Planes Better Built 
Authority On Aeronautics Explains 
How British Have Edge On Nazis 
Two Nazi mistakes which have 
given air ascendancy to Britain are 
outlined in an interview by Major F. 
A. de Vere Robertson, the authority 
on aeronautics, 

“Important tactical plans often 
lie behind the specifications for air- 
craft ordered by the Air Ministry,” 
he said. ‘We do not know the names 
of the worthies who decided that 
British single-seater fighters must 
have eight machine guns apiece, and 
that bombers must have gun turrets 
operated by power of the engines, but 
we owe them a heavy debt. They 
were right, and the Germans, who 
chose other tactics, were wrong. 

“German fighters mount fewer 
guns, and place a good deal of re- 
liance on the cannon, a machine gun 
which fires a small shell. One hit 
from such a shell will often put an 
airplane out of action, but the cannon 
have not proved very destructive. A 
comparatively small amount of am- 
munition can be carried. 

“The concentrated fire of eight 
ordinary guns has proved more effec- 
tive, unless the opposing aircraft is 
heavily armored—and armor means 
weight with all its drawbacks. How- 
ever, the British authorities are pre- 
pared to use cannon if it seems de- 
sirable. New British fighters have 
been produced which will be still bet- 
ter than the very successful Hurri- 
cane and Spitfire, but their speed and 
armament will not be announced in 
advance. 

“The Germans were also wrong 
about bomber tactics,” Major Rob- 
ertson explained. ‘They believed 
that a bomber should trust to its| 
Speed and not to its guns when at- 
tacked by fighters. So they produced | 
great numbers of the Heinkel III.,| 
the Dornier 17 and 215, and the| 
Junkers 88, all fast machines with

"Fisheries Aid War 


Ontario And Manitoba Ship Large 
Quantities Of Caviar To 
United States 
Even the sturgeon in Canada’s 
lakes and rivers has a place in the 
war effort and this year they will be 
responsible for purchase of at least 
a piece of a warplane. In other words 
and according to fisheries department 
experts, Canada has a good market 
for caviar in the United States. 
If Ontario production is up as pro- 
duction is reported to be in Mani- 
toba, the dominion will get at least 
$7,000 in United States money to use 
for war buying. Caviar usually sells 
for $1 a pound and this year prices 
are rising. 
Two factors enter into this tasty 
situation. First there are the pro- 
spects of a shortage for caviar eaters 
in the U.S. because the war has in- 
terfered with importations from Rus- 
sia. Second, Manitoba expects to 
ship to the United States this year 
more than 2,400 pounds of the delect- 
able littie fish eggs, 900 pounds more 
than last year. Last year Manitoba 
shipped 1,512 pounds and Ontario 
sent 4,870 pounds to the United 
States. These two provinces are the 
big Canadian producers,

There mill be much stress laid by

tificates should average about 5 per 
cent of a man’s income.

It has also been made known at 
Ottawa that the Government hopes 
that the pledged purchses of War 
Savings Certificates up to ten mil- 
lion dollars per monih jwill come 
for the most part fiom the current 
incomes of the lower-and moderate 
income groups—people who don’t 
have enough money left over after 
meeting their living expenses to buy 
the large denomination War Loan 
Bonds, 

War Savings Certificates are a 
direct obligation of the Dominion 
of Canada ‘payable in seven and 
half years and issued in denomina- 
tions of $5, $10, $25, $50, $100 and 
$500; They are a capital apprecia 
tion security with interest deferred 
until maturity. 'Thus, $4.00 buys a 
$5 certificate, $8.00 buys a $10.00 
certificate, etc. This return aver- 
ages at the rate of 3 per cent com- 
pounded half yearly. ‘War Savings 
Certificates are tegistered in the 
mame of the owner—are non-assign- 
able and non-transferrable—and can 
be redeemed at stated prices any 
time after six months from purchase 
date,

The Sirois Commission Conference 


has broken down. It is expected ic 
will be resumed next spring. 

It seems to me that in the interim 
the Commission’s recommendations 
might be explained to the people at 
public metings, for it does not ap- 
pear that many really understand 
what the commission actually recom- 
mended. 1 


Many ‘believe that the Commission 
was asked to make such recommend- 
ations as would even up the econo- 
mic disparities that have been caused 
by federal policies such as the Can- 
adian high tariff policies of recent 
years. This is not so, The commis- 
sion was only permitted, by its terms 
of reference, to recommend such 
changes in government financing as 
would help provincial governments in 
distress to carry on with their work 
of providing service to the people. 

The recommendations will not lower 
materially the cost of the things 
that western farmers have to buy, 
nor will they help to sell one addition- 
al bujshel of ‘wheat, The recom- 
mendations would certainly, how- 
ever, help our western gbvernments 
to finance their expenditures, and so 
of course incidentally would ‘help 
our farmers, but the recommenda- 
tions do not solve our great under- 
lying need—the necessity of lower- 
ing tariffs so that our farmers can 
buy cheaper goods and sell more 
wheat,
